Reeve 
Harper in the chair, and present 
Councillors Hill, Thompson and 
Tucker. ; 

The minutes of last meeting were 
reud and approyed, 


COMMUNICATIONS, 


A number of communications were 
presented and deliberated on, among 
them being one from B. Mallory, © 
‘Treasurer, re sale of lands for taxe 
W. B. Norfolk ; RB. J. Duke, re electric 
light plant; as well as several others. 

The Constable presented his report 
with the amount of fines, 

A number of accounts were_ pre- 
sented for payment, und were ordered 
to be paid, on motion of Councillors 
Hilland Thompson. _ é 

On motion of Councillors Hill and 
Tucker, the various communications 
were placed on file. ‘ 

Rey.Mr. Young was heard ve Public 
Library's needs, and reported that un- 
less a certain number of books were 
put in they could not get the Govern- 
ment Grant, and asked that the Coun- 
cil make a grant in their fayor of $50, 

Mr. F. Cottle said that it was 
customary ina great many towns to 
make a grant of $100, and stated that 
unless they received the grant of $50 
or its equivalent they could not carry 
on the library. « 

Mr. P, H. Huyck said in connection 
with the appenl, he represented the 
Y.M.C,A. and they had tuken the 
Public Library in with them, and 
they had been getting along nicely 
together, only there was the question 
of finances before them. He thought 
it was un exception for atown not to 
make a grant. He cited his exper- 
ience as w member of the Library 
Board in another town, He could see 
no objection to grant the Board's 
request, 

Reeve Harper said thut he could 
not hold up any town as a model, and 
referred to other towns in their stand- 
ing with Madoc. 

Councillor Hill said it was a late 
hour to ask for a grant, as the levy is 
made in August, and though he felt 
they were worthy of a grant, they 
had not money to give unless some 
that next year’s Council would haye 
to giye account of, He also said that 
there were other things that needed 
the money. 

Councillor Thompson was in fayor 
of giving a $25 grant. 

It was then moved by Councillors 
Thompson and Tucker that a grant of 
$25 be given.— Carried. 

Rey. Mr. Young, on behalf of Lib- 

rary Board thanked the Council for 
grant, 
On motion of Councillors Hill and 
Thompson the firemen were given a 
grant of $100, $25 of which wa: to be 
given to the injured members of the 
brigade at the recent fire. 

On motion of Councillors Tucker and 
Hill, the Reeye and Councillor Thomp- 
son wereappointed to meet the fire- 
men re the condition of grant. 

Two By-laws were read, one 
appointing polling places and officers 
for 1907, and another regulating 
licenses for bowling alleys and other 
places of amusement in the village of 
Madoc. 

On uiotion of Councillors Thompson 
and Tucker, the By-laws were carried. 

On motion of Councillors Hill and 
Thompson, the Council went into 
Committee as a whole on the By-laws.

A few days ago I noticed, whilst 
reading the proceedings of the Coun- 
cil of Huntingdon Township, that a 
largely signed petition was presented 
to the Couneil asking that a by-law be 
passed to be voted on next election to 
grant a license to the hotel at Roslin 
which has been closed for the last 
three years by the Local Option By-law 
carried by the municipality and passed 
by the Council at that time. 

As a business man, along with 
many others, I have been greatly in- 
convenienced at times in not being able 
to secure accommodation, especially at 
nights, haying to driye to Tweed or 
to Belleville and then return some 
other day to complete my work, 
whereas if there was a licensed hotel 
at Roslin accommodations could be 
secured. I feel strong on the point 
that the hotel at Roslin shoold be 
opened up for the benefit and accom- 
modation of business men who have 
to journey through that locality, as it 
Is i great convenience to have your 
horse or-horses attended to and get a 
comfortable night’s lodgings. 

The petition that has been been pre- 
sented to the Council is a large one 
and I understand has been signed by 
all the electors in the neighborhood 
surrounding Roslin, and I would ask 
the electors when called upon to vote 
on this by-law to give it fair and care- 
ful consideration. 

I have known Mr. Brewer, the 
petitioner, for years. He bearsa good 
name as a hotel-keeper, keeps his 
house clean and orderly, and main- 
tains a good table for the travelling 
public. The license law that is in| 
effect is a good law and is now prop- 
erly enforced, 

It is on behalf of the business men 
and travelling public that I speak, 
knowing their requirements and the 
disadvantages that they haye had to 
contend against since this hotel bas 
been closed,

A despatch from St. Louis says: The 
(ighthouse Hotel, a three-storey struc- 
ture at the corner of Ninth and Market 
Streels, utilized as a Salvation Army 
Barracks, was damaged by fire early on 
Wednesday, when probably 500 home- 
less men were lodged within it.

WHOLE TOWN BLOWN UP 


Three Hundred Persons Killed or)». 


Wounded at Westphalia. 


A despatch from Dortmund, Germany, 
says: A “Roburil” factory, situated close 
{o the town of Annen, seven miles 

‘ southwest of here, blew up on Wednes- 
day evening and was wiped from the 
;face of the earth, It is estimated that 
300 persons were killed or wounded. 
Up to half-past 1 o'clock Thursday morn- 
ing eight dead bodies had heen recov- 
ered, and eighly of the severely wound- 
ed persons had been conveyed to hos- 
pitals. The work of rescue now going 
on is attended wilh the greatest danger 
from the possibility of a renewal of the 
explosions. ‘The accident occurred tt 
about half-past 8 o'clock, There were 


two tremendous detonations, heard 
throughout the entire surrounding in- 
dusttial region which is thickly settled. 
The inhabitants of the neighborhood fled 
in panic fearing further explosions. The 
town of Annen is nothing more than 
a heap of ruins. Houses were shattered 
right, and left, and no house escaped 
injury. 

Roburit is an explosive of high pow- 
er, composed of saltpetre, ammonia, 
sulphur and other ingredients. * It is 
not ensily exploded by a blow, and it 
can be burned with safety in the open 
air. {ts power is second to that of dy- 
namile,

Read carefully 
Matt. 27, Mark 16 and John 19 for the 
complete narrative. The verses inter- 
yening in Luke's narrative between last 
Sunday's lesson and this one record the 
forced service rendered “by one, Simon 
of Cyrene, coming from the country,” 
who was compelled {o bear the cross 
under the weight of which Jesus had 
fallen to the earth. These verses also 
mention the multitude of people and of 
women who followed Jesus, bewalling 
ond Jomenting him, and the words of 
Jesus to the weeping women containing 
o last prophecy of the severe judgment 
which was soon to come upon theese who 
were rejecling God's Messiah.

This is the King of the Jews—Mat- 
thew words the superscription thus:

Mark in his usual brief 
way simply indicates the import of the 
Jonger superscription, “The King of the 
Jews" (Mark 15, 26.) John gives the full- 
est rendering, namely, “Jesus of Nazar- 
eth, the King of the Jews” (John 19.

Cocoanut Pudding.—Mix a cupful of, 
fresh bread crimbs, two cupfuls of} 
shredded cocoanut and half a cupful of | 
sugar, Beat the yolks of two eggs with 
f cupful of milk, pour over the first mix- 
ture and mix thoroughly., Turn into a 
buttered pudding dish and bake in a 
moderate oven until the custard is set. 
Cover with a meringue made of the 
whites of two eggs and a fourth of a 
cupful of sugar. Flavor with vanilla 
and sprinkle with cocoanut. Bake until 
firm in a slow oven. Serve with an 
orange sauce, 

Orange Sauce—Mix half a cupful of 
Sugar and a rounding tablespoonful of 
flour, pour over it gradually a cupful of 
boiling water, Boil five minutes, stir- 
ring constantly, then add the rind and 
juice of half an orange and a table- 
spoonful of butter, 

A Cheap .Cake.—Rub three ounces of 
bulter or clarified dripping into ten 
ounces of flour and two ounces of sugar. 
Add six ounces of sultanas, half a tea- 
spoonful of carbonate of soda dissolved 
in a gill of warm milk and one ogg.

THE cow FOR THE DAIRYMEN, 

Sho is the cow that can make the 
most profit in milk, butter or cheese for 
feed consumed: just what breed does not 
matter so much, it depends entirely 
upon the disposition, taste and ediica- 
lion of the dairyman, writes F. CHY

Make three dessertspoon- 
fuls of cornflour into a paste with cold 
milk and add gradually to the milk, and 
stir till it boils up. Sweeten to taste, 
and when it 1s a little cool add the 
beaten yloks of two eggs. Pour into a 
buttered pie-dish and bake slowly till 
the custard is ‘set, When cold, beat the 
whites of ‘egg to a very stiff froth, add 
to them a heaped tablespoonful of caster 
sugar, and spread smoothly on the top 
of the pudding. Slightly brown in the 
oven and serve cold. 


Haricot Bean Stew is much apprecia- : 


ted tn cold weather, and is excellent 
served alone, or with cold meat. Soak 
one pint of haricot beans for five or six 
hours, then boil until tender, and sea- 
son with salt just before they are done. 
Drain In a colander. Have ready, cut 
into thin slices, two carrots and two 
turnips, and cook in the haricot liquor. 
Meanwhile slice two onions, and fry to 
a pale brown in two ounces of butter, 
Now dredge in a tablespoonful of flour, 
and stir lll blended; add the haricots, 
and toss all together for a minute or 
two. Lastly, add the cooked carrots and 
turnips and sufficient of the liquor to 
make a nice rich stew. Season to taste 
with salt, pepper, and a dash of Wor- 
cester sauce. Stir until all boils and 
thickens, then serve 

Devonshire ‘Tea Cakes. — Inlo two 
pounds of flour chop a quarter pound of 
butter} and when the flour js like coarse 
powder work in a generous pint of milk 
and two tablespoonfuls of yeast, or a 
half yeast-cake dissolved in a little luke- 
warm walter, Mix thoroughly, and set 
to rise for an hour and a quarter. Now 
work in a little more milk, knead for five 
minutes, then set to rise for an hour and 
a half. Roll out the dough, invert a Lea. 
plate upon it, and cul info rounds the 
size of the plate, Set these rounds be- 
fore the fire to get very light for a few 
minutes before baking, Put on a flat pan 
in a good oyen and bake to a golden 
brown. Remove from the oven, rub well 
with butter, return to the oven, and 
when done through remove, split open, 
and butter, Serve hot. If any are left 
over, toast and butter them for the next 
day. 

Chocolate Loaf Cake.—Cream a cup of 
butler with two cups of powdered sugar, 
add the beaten yolks of five eggs, stir in 
qvadually a teacupful of cold water, {hen 
add three cups of flour sifted twice with 
two teaspoonfuls of baking-powder and 
a quarter teaspoonful of salt, Add more 
flour later if the batter seems too thin. 
Wet six tablespoonfuls of grated choco- 
late with a little milk, and, when rubbed 
to a smooth ‘paste, beat it-into the bat- 
ter, pulling in at the same time a tea- 
spoonful of vanillin extract. Last of all, 
fold in the whiles of the eggs beaten 
stiff, Bake in a well-greased loaf-tin. 
When done cover with chocolate icing.

THE SO-CALLED WEAKER SEX, 
For instance, a ten-year-old boy can only 
expect to live just under 48 years, while 
a ten-year-old girl is justified in expect 
ing to live another 51 years 6 months. 
This superiority holds good all the way 
{hrouglr life, and even at 65 a woman's 
expectation of life Is 11 years, against 9 
years 9 months for a man of the same 
age. 

To put the expectation of life In ano- 
ther, and perhaps clearer way it is 332 
to 1 that an average boy between ten 
and fifteen will not die within the next 
twelve months. When you are twenty, 
the™chances are 199 to 1 in your favor. 
At seventy-five it is still 8 to 1 that you 
survive for another year. 

If you are between twenty ond thirty, 
the chances are about 8 to 1 against your 
getting married during the next twelve 
months.. Married people live longer by 
about two years than widowers, If the 
wife dies first, the man survives on an 
average 9% years. But the a ige Wi- 
dow has a prospect of 11% years more 
of life after her husband's death. 

The lives of monarchs, always except 
ing that of our own rulers, are bad risks. 
The Tsar's Jife, for instance, is only 
worth five years’ purchase. In other

A large congregation listened to 
Rey. Mr. Mackay on Sunday night 
last, in his delivering of a farewell 
sermon. to the people he has labored 
among for the past ten years.

We find we 
are not-as He was. By measuring 
ourselyes against Him we find we 
are far short and show up in our 
minds a weakness and darkness.

We should 
not say this and that has carried us 
away, and seeing things we like have 
overcome every obstacle to get them. 
When we get to hate God, the next 
step comes very easily—trying to for- 
get God. There are many people to- 
day who wish there was no God in 
existence. When Christ was here the 
people who worshipped Him were 
called the off-scouring of the earth. 
Applying to yourselves this question 
at the present day and what devices 
are we contriving to do away with 
Jesus. A great many people would 
like to get rid of. the four gospels 
which dwell so minutely on-Obrist’s 
life while on earth. There He is por- 
trayed and stands daring us to find 
any flaw in His life.

Each person knew the 
things that were fastening on to their 
lives.. Jesus Christ is the only one 
who can help you with these.

as. White Destroyed. 


About 9.30 on Friday evening an 
alarm was rung in notifying the fire 
department that the boiler room of 
Mr, James White's was in a blaze. 
The brigade got into action in good 
time and in about fifteen minutes 
time they had two streams of water 
playing on the burning structure, 
The fire had by this time made good 
headway, and was making rapid 
strides toward the main building, and, 
had it not been headed off just at this 
juncture the total building would have 
been destroyed. However, with 
prompt action the blaze was con- 
trolled and kept to the boiler room 
and kiln, In the kiln Mr. White had 
a lot of first-class lumber, ash and 
basswood, which at the present time 
commands a high price, A portion 
of this lumber can be saved and not 
much the worse only for the water. 
The boiler room fared worse than 
the kiln, inasmuch that a por- 
tion of the fixtures have been de- 
stroyed, but the boiler itself can 
probably be kept in tact. In the 
main building considerable damage 
has been done by water, which with 
the cold weather placed the building 
under the bann of frost... Mr. White's 
loss will total over $2000, and as he 
has only. $1,000 insurance on the 
whole plant, his loss will be heayy. 
He informed THe ReEviEW man that 
in the spring be will moye his boiler 
forward, and build a new boiler 
house nearer to the main building 
than the old one. The fire brigade 
did excellent work, and though the 
night was aseverely cold one fought 
the fire demon bravely.

“But the site of Calvary, as was pointed 
ut in the Word Studies for last Sun- 
doy, cannot be positively identified. 
Under the rounded knoll of limestone 
rock just beyond the Damascus Gate— 
the site known as Gordan’s Calvary and 
favored by some recent authorities— 
there is n cave called Jeremiah’s Grotto 
which was apparently once used as a 
place of burial. This may have been 
the tomb in which the body of Jesus 
rested. The traditional site, however, 
which for fifteen centuries was not ques- 
_ tioned, is within the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre, near the very heart of the 
_ present city, and in all probability also 
wilhin the outer wall of the ancient city 
_ of Jerusalem. In point of kind, the 
 sepulchre of Jesus was beyond question 
“‘dentical with the more common rock- 
_ hewn tombs which the Jews cut in the 
_ perpendicular sides of the low, soft 
limestone ranges in which Palestine 
abounds. Sometimes advantage was 
token of the natural caves and caverns 
of which there are many in the Soft 
— sirata of limestone. These early Hebrew 
tombs were marked by their extreme 
simplicity of construction and the ab- 
sence of architectural ornament, and in 
both these respects stood in marked 
contrast with Egyptian sepulchral mon- 
uments. Frequently individuals chose 
to have their last resting places in their 
own vineyards like Joseph of Arima- 
thea, who hod his own new garden 
fomb; but more often regular burying 
places, or cemeteries, were used, A 
single tomb, like a modern yoult, often 
contsined several separate chambers 
with nolches or shelves in or on which 
~ the bodies were placed. A large cireu- 
lar stone which could be rolled to and 
from its place closed the low opening

HORRIBLE SUFFERINGS. 


was “on Mhirty-two Thousand Political Wxiles 


Sent to Siberia. 


Siberian journals are full of the horri- 
ble suffering which the political exiles 
undergo in Tobolsk, Irkutsk, and other 
sections of that desulate land. During 
the last eleven months, as many as 35,- 
000 persons have been sent thither. 
About 2,000 have escaped, but the rest 
remain to endure a living death. They 
are sent to the marshes where nothing 
grows but a rank grass, and where no 
trade or craft can enable them to earn 
enough to prolong their miserable exis- 
tence. 

The Russian Government allows them 
exactly 234 cents per day. The money 
sent by their friends rarely reaches 
them, being intercepted by the Czar's 
oMicials. In summer they keep body 
and soul together with fish caught in 
the rivers and coarse rye bread. In 
winter fish is worth its weight in gold 
and bread unheard of. Then they eat 
the grass from the frozen marshes. 


Little wonder that seurvy, cholera and |‘ 


fyphus rage among them. ‘This js not 
{he worst, for they are obliged to live in 
the mud huls of the native Ostiaks, in- 
fected with that Siberian scourge, 
leprosy. It iS not surprising that these 
exiles, most of them delicately reared 
men and women, envy their more for- 
tunate comrades who have perished on 
the stockades of Russian fortresses for 
their political opinions and have thus 
escaped this certain, but slow, death 
known as perpetual exile. They have 
no hope for anything better and éannot 
even find a solace for their sufferings in 
work—for there is none to be done in 
this frozen wilderness. Y 

In spite of the heavy death-rate, their 
numbers are steadily increasing, for 
every week brings oul fresh viclims. In 
fact, {he numbers of political exiles have 
increased to such an extent that the 
Russian Government has decided to run 
special exile trains daily from St. Peters- 
burg lo Siberia, These trains carry only 
political prisoners, who ave herded to- 
gether jike cattle in unwarmed wagons, 
They run at the speed of the so-called

Victorine. Pudding.—Take two eggs, 
their weight in butter, flour and sugar; 
add three tablespoonfuls of marmalade 
and a pinch of carbonate of soda. Beat 
all, well together, pour into a* greased 
mould, and steam for two hours. Serve 
with any nice sweet sauce. 

Meat soups to be really good and 
nourishing, should be cooked for a long 
while; therefore, if required for the early 
dinner, they should be cooked for at 
Jeast six hours the day before, Strain 
oft at night into a clean basin, and, in 
the morning, remove all the fat before 
warming. The soup fat, after being 
thoroughly clarified, may be used for 
frying and basting. 

Serve fried cauliflower when you have 
cold meat for dinner and you will have 
n dainty meal. First divide the cauli- 
flower*into small branches, and cook in 
salled water til] nearly done. Drain 
these, dip in seasoned flour, scatter 
chopped parsley over, dip into frying 
buller, and cook in hot fat till a golden 
color, Drain very dry, scatter parsley 
over, and serve. 

Try Poor Man's Goose,—Slice about 
one pound of pig's or sheep's liver with 
half as much hacon. Dip each slice in- 
to a paste made of one boiled onion, two 
powdered sage leaves, pepper and salt, 
and lay in a pie-dish in-layers. Parboil 
two pounds of potatoes, slice them, then 
place the meat in the dish with alternate 
layers of polatoes. Pour a teacupful of 
water over the whole and bake one hour 
and a half. 

Sausage dumplings make a savory 
and substantial dinner. Make a paste 
with one pound of flour, four ounces of 
Suet, and a tablespoonful of baking pow- 
der, using as much water @s,is neces- 
sary to-form a sliff dough. Divide this 
into ten or, twelve parts. Roll out, and 
lay on each a shusage; wet the edges of 
the pastry and make it secure, Have a 
saucepan of boumg water on the fire; 
as each dumpling is ready drop it in. 
Let all boil steadily for an hour. Serve 
very hot with chopped parsley scattered 
over. 

Beef Collops.—Take one pound of rump 
steak and mince it finely on a board, 
then cul an onion into very thin slices 
and. chop finely. . Fry all till a pale 
brown in two ounces of butter. Then 
add a gill of water, a tablespoonful of 
Worcester sauce, lemon juice and mush- 
room ketchup. Heat again but do not 
let the’ mince boil. Place in’ a fancy 
round dish and garnish with sippets of 
bread. 

Beef and mushrooms make a substan- 
tial course when only a small party is to 
be served, 
and divide tuem into neat round fillets. 
Broil the meat’ till cooked, then brush 
over with glaze. Arrange the fillets on 
a round dish, one overlapping the other, 
in a circle. Fry some nice fresh mush- 


rich gravy round and serve. 

Mutton and Fried Cabbage.—This is 
a fasty way of making the remains of a 
cold joint of mutton go a long way. 
First cut the mutton info neat, rather 
thin slices, rub over with salad oil, 
season with pepper and salt, and stand 
aside while the cabbage is boiling. 
Drain the cabbage thoroughly, fry it 
with a lille dripping, season 
wilh pepper and salt. Meanwhile broil 
the slices of multon before the fire. Ar- 
range the cabbage in a flat mould, and 
pour some thick gravy round, 

Vegetable Marrow Soup.—For this 
fake. a good-sized vegetable marrow, 
wipe it dry, and plunge into fast boiling 
water to cook for an hour. 
marrow and cut it jn small pieces. 
Heat two quarts of white stock. Directly 
it boils add the vegetable marrow, avhich 
should be cut very small. Stew the soup 
slowly for two hours, then rub all 
through a wire sieve. Mix half an ounce 
of ground rico with half a pint of new 
milk, and dissolve in it one ounce of 
butter, tnen gradually add to the soup. 
When all is hot and thickened season 
with pepper and salt and pour into the 
tureen, Serve with fried croutons of 
bread. 

Giblet toast makes a very good and in- 
expensive supper dish. Take the giblets 
of a fowl, cut the gizzard into quarters, 
und separate the liver, Throw all into 
o little hot butter and cook till lightly 
browned. ‘Take up the meat, add to it 
an equal quantity of flour, and stir till 
all is browned. Then flavor with a tea- 
spoonful of minced onion, pepper and 
salt to taste, add sufficient water to 
cover the saucepan to the depth of an 
inch. Simmer the giblets in the gravy 
slowly till tender, Tf you have a double 
holler, use it for this dish, or, if not, 
use o large gallipot in a saucepan of 
bolling water. When all fs tender, place 
the giblets on squares of buttered toast, 
and serve very hot. N.B.—The giblets, 
to be good, must be ¢ ed very slowly 
for neany three hours,

MINING DANGERS INCREASE... 

Death Rate from Accidents in Goal 
Mines in Britain Increases. 


820 more persons were employed in coal 
mining, 353 fewer in mines under tho, 
Melalliferous Mines Act, and 2,758 few-, 
or under the Quarries Act than in 1904. 

A curious feature is the increase im, 
female employment. Of the surface 
workers at the  cofil-pils, numbering 
167,261, no, less than 5,929, or 3.54 per 
cent., wore females, this being an In- 
crease of 416 as compared with 1904, At 
the metalliferous mines there were 11, 
$65 surface workers, Including 225 \wo- 
men and girls. 

Tho coal mine death rate from acel- 
dents was 1.85 per 1,000 workers, being 
an increase on 1904, when the rate was 
1.24. An increase’ is also shown for tho 
motalliferous mines, from 1.19 in 1906 
to 1.58 In 1905. % 

In all, 887,524 persons were employed

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About the Farm 
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VENTILATION IN WINTER. 


I am fnelined to think the subject of 
ventilation in winter is often given less 
attention than is required for best re- 
sults A large egg production demands 
vigor and vilalily of the flock, and 
Systematic ventilation isan indispensable 
factor in securing those desirable quali- 
lies. The principles of ventilation are 
easily understood by remembering that 
warm air rises, and that it is necessary 
to admit fresh air at the bottom of the 
room without allowing too free escape, 
al the top, of the warmth needed for 
the comfort of the hens to five best re- 
sults in eggs. Necessary os is warmth, 
fresh air ranks first in importance, for 
unless ventilatlon is good, the blood 
Will not be properly oxyyenated and the 
bird will consequently get out of con- 
dition, 

[ have kept hens in cold, open quarters 
and by good methods of feeding had 
them lay well during coldest weather, 
simply because they had abundance vf 
pure air. If ventilation is perfect, many 
losses will ke avolded and the vigor cf 
tho fowls increased, and they will be 
in condition to help overcome faults in 
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feeding and management; whereas, if it 
{s not, the birds will be subjected to 
foul, viliated air for long’ periods of 
time. . Even tf well provided for other- 
wise, they will become debiltuted, The 
€ggs from such birds may proye a great 
disappointment when wanted for hatch- 
ing purposes, 

Many are the plans for venlilation, 
but owing to family construction, {re- 
quently fail to work well in practice, 
When I built my new poultry house, 
venlilating flues were purposely omit- 
ted. L.am careful ‘to begin aright in 
the fall by not housing. the birds close- 
ly foo soon, and allow my fowls their 
‘freedom all winter as to going out or

The fattening pigs should not take 
too much exercise.

A comfortable shed in which the hogs 
are protected from the storms is an 
| economical addition tothe pasture, This 
shed need not be expensive, if it is only 
dry, light and well ventilated. 

When the animals are forced to stay 
cut in the storms all day and sleep in 
a cold, wet bed at night, they will not 
do well. An animal must be comfor- 
table before the best gains, can be rea- 
lized. 

Separate the most ferward pigs for 
the early market; crowd them along to 
make room for the next best, until all are 
gone. 


IMPROVING MEADOW-LANDS. 


M. F. Amos gives his way of improv- 
Ing meadow-lands: 

Late this fall I would go over the 
fields very thoroughly with a light har- 
row, not culling deep, but breaking the 
surface roots. In the winter I would 
prepare a fértilizer very néarly of the 
following fornmula: 100 pounds of nitrate 
0} soda, 409 pounds of dry tankage, 360 
pounds_of muriate of potash, 1,200 
pounds of “acid phosphate. Mix these 
thoroughly and there will be a fertiliz- 
er of about’ 2 per cent. nitrogen , 8% 
per cent phosphoric acid, 734 per cent, 
potash, well adapted to grass on a 
strong lonm, as I think this should be 
fe have given fair crops for two years 
without fertilizer. 

If the soil were mucky and had a 
fair proportion of vegetable it might 
be well to put 100 pounds more of the 
polash salls, or if light and sandy 100 
pounds more of tankago to the ton, re 
ducing the acld phosphate by the same 
amount, 

In the spring, 98 early as hoe can go 
over the land, harrow again and sow 
about 490 pounds of mixture to tho 
acre. Then sow ten pounds of red 
clover seed, four pounds Alsike er 
crimson clover, fifteen pounds of or- 
chard grass, ten pounds tall oat grass 
to the acre and brush in the whole,

mixtures of peoples, but still every 
country has its own peculiar ceremon- 
jes of Christmastide. 

The customs of Scandinavia and Ice 
land rely most distinctly on the old 
northern myths, The celebration of the 
golstice was a great festival in olden 
fimes. lor a long time it was believed 
thal the year stood still at the solstice. 
The* celebration of the winter solstice 
wos a great festival from olden times; 
when great bonfires were kindled to. the 
honor of the great sun god, Thor. The 
Yuletide of the Scandinavians was an 
especially merry season. Yule meant 
wheel and the inhabitants imagined the 
sun to be like a wheel. Yule-klapp sill 
signifies the way in which presents are 
distributed, signifying the clapping of 
of wheels, the mysterious manner in 
which the sun god distributed his -pre- 
sents of flowers, green grass and 
leaves. In a somewhat similar myster- 
jous manner the presents are to-day 
packed together in a room, no one being 
able {fo guess what the contents are. 
From the association of the sun god and 
the presents of the green of the spring: 
time that color is stil] retained in cele- 
bration and this feature has been taken 
up by almost the whole world. 

On the afternoon of the day before 
Christmas the Latin patriarch and 
numerous monks from the monasteries 


in Jerusalem arrive at the market place, 


the chief square in the towm of Bethle- 
hem. They are received with . great 
slate by the foreign and Turkish offi- 
cials, who escort them into the church, 
The whole populace of the surrounding 
towns turns out, the native men and 
women attired in. the gayest holiday 
costumes, forming a — brilliant color 
background to the ‘Oriental pageant as 
it passes. Every terrace and standing 
room is at a premium to any outsider. 
Acolytes bear crosses and torches and 
ewing censers and priests chant, and 
when the patriarch, attired in gorgeous 
robes, who is the last {to enter the 
church, turns at the portads toward the 
great throng, he pronounces a blessing 
and all are on their knees in an instant. 
‘Then the Christmas ceremonies begin. 
Toward dusk a procession of cowled 
monks carrying lighted tapers descends 
into the Grotto of the Nativity, where 
they chant (he first vespers of the feast. 
On the eve of the great day the Bethle- 
hemites assemble in the parish church, 
where the Franciscans chant matins. 
Outside bonfires blaze and the quaint 
square is wari and bright as in the 
daytime. At 10 o'clock a procession js 
formed, headed. by the guardian of the 
holy crib, who is always a man high in 
the ascetic life. He carries a wax image 
of ihe Christ child in his arms, 

Music and the raurmuring of voices 
in prayer issue from the subterranean 
sanctuaries with a soft cadence. When 
the procession arrives at the niche con- 
taining the holy crib a deacoh receives 
the Christ child. The gospel is then 


sung. and when the deacon reaches the

When the bells of 


Christmas in France one must eliminate 
from the mind all secularity. The 
French, as well as al] Latins, ignore en- 
tirely its worldly features and make it 
a religious festival entirely. The Paris 
Christmas is scarcely representative of 
the country. Paris, with ils cosmopoli- 
tanism, reveals but dimly the true char- 
acter of the national observance. ‘The 
creches, are outnumbered now by the 
Cliristmas trees of northern importa- 
tion, These line the streets waiting to 
be carried into some fashionable quar- 
ter where they have already appeared 


on previous occasions; likewise little 
stables can no longer compete with 
Sanla Claus, who smiles upon the 
world. 

The little French folk, as everywhere, 
are remembered with presents, of 


course; (hey invariably place their little 


shoes before the fireplace or stove, 
credulous in the expectation that the 
petite Jesus will come and fill them 


that night, and seldom are they disap- 
pointed. Many of them are allowed to 
sit up for the occasion, Grownups, 
hosvever, neither receive nor give pre- 
sents at Christmas. New Year's Day is 
to them what Christmas is to Ameri- 
cans, and the sending of presents, the 
paying of customary compliments and 


the exchange “of visils—all these take 
place on the first of the new year, 
“Happy New Year,” they will say to 


you, but never “Merry Christmas.” 


Outside of the:metropolis, in many of 
the larger cities and in nearly all the 
villages, children will gather and with 
lighted candles in hand line up in a 
procession, carrying about the place 
the symbolic creature, singing carols us 
they go, some of which are very beauti- 
ful, 
But iteis in Provence, Brillany, and 
Franche Comte that these festivals as- 
sume the quaintest form. They recall 
singularly heathen customs. On that 
day in every house the celebrations 
commence with a big supper. All fast- 
ing and mortification is laid aside, -The 
lable is set before the fireplace, where 
sparkles, bright and cheerful, the cari- 
gule, the old trunk of an olive tree, 
crowned with laurels, dried up and care- 
fully prepared for the occasion. 
Supper over, the whole family circle 
around the fire and sing Christmas 
carols till midnight, the time of the first 
mass, which everybody scrupulously ab 
tends. The night of the 24th of Decem- 
ber is the real fete. The poor are per- 
mited to beg publicly the whole night, 
singing hymns to touch the hearts cf 
the people. Fom the windows childen 
{how them alms in paper purses, which 


they have previously set on fire for 
guiding purposes, 
Among the peasantry, still deeply 


rooted ‘in superstition, it is customary 
also to leave upon the table Christmas 
Eve “la part des morts” (the share of the 
dead), a touching custom which seems 
to associate the spirit of the dead with 
the pleasure of the living. The Christ- 
mas festivals in France last three days.

Chestnut Soup—Peel and skin a half 
@ pound of large, sound chestnuts; cook 
them in broth until soft, and then press 
through a sieve. Add to this puree the 
yolks of two eggs beaten and a pint 
and a half of cold broth, 

Creamed Squash—Peel and. divide a 
large squash into, small piects. Cook 
in well salled water and press through 
a sieve. Return the pulp to the sauce- 
pan, work in two or three ounces cf 
putter and a Jjitile warm cream, beat- 
ing like mashed potato, 

Deviled Macaroni—Boil, blanch, drain 
and chop a half package of spaghelli 
or macaroni. Thicken one pint of cream 
or milk with a roux of flour and bulter 
in the proporlion of two tablespoons of 
each, and add to it one saltsoponful 
of Cayenne pepper and half teaspoon- 
ful of mustard. Add a-tablespoonful of 
onion juice, a half tablespoon of salt, 
pour over the macaroni in ramekins, 
sprinkle the top with crumbs and brown 
lighlly in the. oven. This is served as 
an entree and is made more attractive 
by substituting a chopped sweet pepper 
for the Cayenne. Using cream instead 
of milk also makes it enough better to 
pay. 

Salad—Mix apples and celery in pro- 
portion of one-fourth celery to three- 
fourths apples and add one chopped red 
sweel pepper. Dress and serve os usual. 

Individual Plum Puddings—If the pud- 
ding is to be steamed’ use the small 
jars which have held -extract of beet 
and steam for four hours. An easier 
way is to boil them in small baking 
powder cans or in molds procured for 
the purpose. Use a shallow iron keltle 
and Jet the water come within two- 
thirds of the top of the cans, keeping 
dhe kettle closed tightly. They will only 
need to boil an hour and a quarter 
when made as small as this, and should 
be raised on a trivet or a few nails laid 
in the bottom of the kettle. 

Plum pudding to be at its best should 
be cooked in a cloth pudding bag and 
hung from a nail for three or four 
weeks in a dark place. An old English 
recipe is this: Soak six ounces of stale 
breadcrumbs in a cup of hot milk, and 
allow il to stand and cool. When cold, 
add one-half pound of brown sugar, thé 
yolks of. three eggs beaten to a cream, 
one-half pound of naisins seeded just be- 
fore using, one-half pound of currants, 
dwo ounces of citron chopped, one-half 
pound of suet chopped fine and salted.

A Queer Decision. 


Belleville, Dec. 18.—An interesting 
case was concluded in the Oounty 
Court to-day. Last March a man 
named Egerton Garrison was arrested 
in the vill.e of Actinolite for resist- 
ing arrest. Next morning he was 
tried by two new Justice of the Peace, 
Mr. Joseph James, Actinolite, and Dr. 
Bowlby, Tweed, and sentenced to six 
months at hard labor, After serving 
three weeks he was allowed out on 
bail, and then entered action to quash 
the conviction. Judge Deroche said 
the constable who arrested Garrison 
made «a big mistake, as the constable 
himself was the flrat cause of the 
breach of the peace. He also said 
Garvison should have been given a 
chance to secure witnesses, and, in 
any event, the penalty was too 
severe. However, in order to protect 
the Justices and constable from an 
action for damages, he would confirm 
the previous judgment, and sentence 
Garrison to one day more in jail. 

In the County Oourt to-day the 
Grand Jury brought in “no bill” on 
two charges of forgery against Char, 
Vermilyea, « prominent Sidney 
farmer. Ho must stand trial on the 
third charge, having been committed 
by Magistrate Flint. He is oub on 
$1,500 bail, but did not put in an 
appearance, und is belieyed to have 
left the country.

A good mince pie recipe includes four 
pounds of lean beef, two pounds of suet, 
minced; three pounds of raisins, stoned 
and cul; three pounds of currants; one 
pound of cilron, sliced thin; four quarts 
of good tart cooking apples, chopped 
fine. Boil the beef until it is tender and 
leave it overnight to cool. Then pick 
bones, gristle and slringy bits from, the 
meat and chop it very fine. Put in a 
large pan together and add one table 
spoonful of cloves, one tablespoonful of 
ginger, one tablespoonful of nulmeg, 
two fablespoonfuls of cinnamon, two 
lemons’ juice and rind, the rind of one 
orange and juice of three. Some juice 
from sweet pickle is a nice addition. 

Pie with Potatoes. — One-half pound 
liver, one pound scrap meat, onion, one 
pound fiour, one-fourth pound lard, 
pepper, salt, baking powder, four 
pounds potatoes. Cut the meat and 
liver into nice thin slices; chop the 
onion fine; put a tablespoonful of flour, 
a teaspoonful of salt, a teaspoonful of 
pepper on an agate plate; then mix, 
and dip your meat and liver in this; roll 
a small bit of onion in a piece-of meat, 
and lay it very lightly in an agate pie 
dish, heaping it in the centre; add water 
lll the dish is three parts full, then 
cover, For the crust ;—Flour, lard, and 
a teaspoonful of baking powder, mixed 
well together, with cold water and a 
pinch of salt; roll to make nice stiff 
paste; cover and bake for two hours. 
Serve hot with potatoes. 

Cornmeal Pudding.—Fve cups of milk, 
two cups of boiling water, one cup corn- 
meal (yellow), four eggs, one-quarter 
pint molasses, one tablespoonful butter, 
one-half teaspoonful salt, one-quarter 
teaspoonful of cinnamon, one-quarter 
teaspoonful nulmeg. Stir the salt into 
{lie meal and pour on slowly the water; 
slir smooth. Bring the milk to a boil 
and pour in the meal, letting it boil 
slowly for on hour, Beat in the eggs, 
add the vest of the ingredients, and add 
the meal, a little at a time, keeping up 
your beating until it is thoroughly

HINTS FOR THE HOME, 

For insomnia try eating a raw onion 
salad for supper, and it will often en- 
courage a comfortable night's rest. 

To remove the smell of onions from} 
a knife, rub t.e blade with salt and then 
wash thoroughly with cold water. 

To Clean Watch-chains.—Dissolve 4 
little sal-armmmoniac in wine, and hoil 
the soiled gold in it; this will thorough- 
ly clean the gold and make it quite 
bright. 

How to Draw a Tight Cork.—Dip a 
cloth in boiling water, and fold it round 
the neck of the bottle. Allow it to re- 
main till the glass is hot, and the cork 
will come out quite easily. 

For a stockpot have an earthenware 
jar wilh a cover, this may be placed on 
the slove or stood in a cool oven. Stock 
made thus will generally be clear, as it 
cooks so slowly. Strain off at night, 
and remove the fat before stewing 
again.

With my SOWS, Seven pigs is a fair aver- 
age litter, I lose very few and frequent- 
ly raise a full litter, In my experience 
I have golten the best returns by pul- 
ting my pigs upon the market when 
they are fromm three to five months old. 
The usual price for breeding pigs of this 
age is $10 cach. The market price aver- 
ages about 5 cents per pound. 1 think 
farmers could breed more pigs to good 
advantage, particularly in this slate. 
My swine have an open run for the 
winter, but I provide them with plenty 
of shelter. I find a small, V-shaped 
house, ‘set in a well-protected spot, in 
Which is placed plenty of straw, leaves 
and olher lilter, makes a very desirable 
nesting place for the animals. ‘This 
night not do in the more northern states 
where the winters are severe, but with 
us it serves the purpose and the animals 
do well. A farmer should select the 
breed he likes best. but should take care 
that he gets the best stock in the mar- 
kel for the money. I purchase the best 
individuals I can get hold of so as to 
build up my hertl along certain lines I 
have in mind. I believe in feeding swine 
all they will eat up clean from the time 
{hey are six weeks old until they are 
marketed. I try to raise all my feed on 
my farm, I pay special attention to the

GIVE FRUIT -TREES ROOM, 


Several years ago I owned a farm on 
which was an old, thrifty and produc- 


ground had not been plowed for several 
years, and was covered with a very 
tough, thick sod. Questioning the ‘ad- 
visabilily of plowing it, some five or six 
sholes without jewels on their nose 
were turned in. Their industry was re- 
markable, the tillage being complete. 
Passing near the above mentioned tree 


in diameter was discovered about 4 fee 
from the body of the tree. ‘his root 
was cut off close to the body and pulled 
up from the loose soil straight away 
from the trees 3234 feet. Had the near- 
est neighboring tree sent out as long a 
feeder in the spaces belween the trees 


‘The soil was 
a sandy loam, and the roots probably 
extended farther than they would in a 
colder soil, hence no general rule could 
be given for the distance apart which 
apple trees should be set, as much 
would depend on soil and other lccal 
conditions. 

Afler these observations, I remem- 
bered an apple orchard set out by an 
uncle which was the pride of tie owner 
and was admired by all who*saw it. 
When it began to bear the fruit was 
exceptionally fine and plentifal for the 
size of the trees.

this was the second crop, the branches 
of many of the trees were encroaching 
oa their neighbors’ territory, and while 
the trees were loaded with good-sized 
fruit, there was too large a percentage 
of seconds to be as profitable as it 
should .be. ‘The seconds were fair and 
most of them would compare favorably 
in size, but lacked in color, This, it 
seemed to me, was allributable to lack 
of sunlight. 

The orchard had the best of care in 
regard to fertilization, culture spraying, 
trimming, fruit thinning and grubbing. 
All except sunlight, which costs no- 
thing. Only a little more Jand, or fewer 
trees was needed, ‘The trees would, it 
seems to me, bear more and better 
fruit and consequently better prices and 
more net profit. Many tree agenls to 
increase their orders will recommend 
the planting of trees at a shorter dis- 
tunee apart than my observations and 
experience will warrant. Our experi- 
ence is more or less limited, our obser 
vations may be made boundless by cul- 
tivation, and unlike tees, there is little
